UTICA, N. Y., April 22.—The body 


of Harry Bnrrell, one of the most prom- 
inent men in commercial circle* in this 
section, was stolen from a receiving 
vault in the neighboring town of Little 
Palls, last night. 
Burrell died at his 


home at Little Fulls on the 3th of last 
March, in his eighty-second year. 
He 


was the pioneer cheese buyer of the 
countrv, and at one time controlled tho 
great d"airj market of Central New York. 
He was one of the first to ship large 
(|uanti(ies of cheese to England, and for 
years was at the head of the dairy inter- 
ests in America. 
He accumulated a 


fortune, and for the part few years had 
been living in comparative retirement 
His funeral on the 5th of March wa 
largely attended, special trains bein^. 
run east and west. 


The body was deposited in the re 


cciving vault of tho cemetery. 
The 


cemetery is situated about half n mile 
from the town of Little Falls, on an 
eminence overlooking the 
slope 
oi 


Mohawk Valley. 
The vault was al 


ways locked, and tho body is known to 
have remained undisturbed up to Sun- 
day last, as relatives, accompanied by a 
grave-digger, visited the vault on lhat 
day, and had a consultation, with the 
view of removing the remains to the 
family place of sepulture. 
At an early 


hour this morning the man in charge of 
the cemetery discovered that the re- 
ceiving vault had been forcibly entered, 
and on investigation it wag found that 
the body of Harry Burrell had been 
carried away by resurrectionists. 
It is 


clearly evident-that it was the work of 
professionals. 
The lock was picked by 


an expert, and the "burkers" were 
thoroughly equipped. 
The casket was 


inclosed in a pine box and the lid of 
the box was unscrewed and the coffin 
lifted out. 
The cover of the casket 


was then 
removed and the 
body ab- 


stracted. 
The resurrectionists then 


took the grave clothes and one of the 
slippers; the other slipper was found in 
the casket.

.lust now the town of Sullivan, the 
..unly seat of Moultrle county, contain 
ing uhoul 1500 souls, is stirred from cen- 
tre lu circumference by one of the boldest 
and cheekiest bank robberies ever com- 
mitted in Central Illinois. On Tuesday 
night last X. U. Trower, the Sullivan 
banker, disappeared, leaving his deposl 
tors about fJO.OOO short. 


Thu particulars, as related to our re- 


porter by a gcntleuiun In tbe city to-day 
from Sullivan, who Is conversant with tbe 
uialu points connected with tbe robbnry, 
aro (ihout us follows: 


X. It. Trower, tbe defaulter, Is a man in 


the prime of life, red-haired and spare 
made, and was credited with being an 
honest und perfectly responsible man.— 
Ho Is a memhcr of tho well-known and 
wealthy family at Coles county, and came 
lo Sullivan froir, Charleston several years 
ago and engaged In tbe banking business. 
From tho tlmt he commanded the respect 
and confidence of tho citizens of that 
village uud tho fannlug community of the 
county. Scarcely anyone bad the slight' 
eat suspicion that he was in tho least 
"shaky." 
To all outward appearances 


everything went along smoothly until 
Wednesday, |Aprll Oth, when the cashier, 
Billy Pcckum, who had been In Trowcr's 
employ since the bank was opened, bear 
Ing tbat ail wus not right, undjtuut u steal 
wus going on that be did not cure to be u 
party to, resigned his position und left tbe 
bank. This action on tho part of Peckum 
caused much talk, but It wus generally 
supposed that ha left because Trower wus 
In with the license crowd, and ho (Peck 
urn) was an active worker in th e prohlbl 
lion ctiuso, and so tho mutter was passed 
over. 
On the Saturday following the 


treasurer of Moultrle county, as he now 
says, feeling a little uneasy, drew out ol 
Trower's bank |8,000, leaving still on do 
posit aboul||2»00. And still Trower was 
pointed out as one of the "solid men" of

We had counted largely upon milk 


lor our food in this excursion, and we 
made our next halt at tho hut of a £en- 
nerian who combines the entertainment 
ofchaneo travellers with her dairying 
industry. 
We to^k seals on a porch at 


the shady side of the house, and at a 
table where two cowherds sat facing 
each other, eating "Schuinrn" and milk 
from the same cartheru basin. 
A simi- 


lar basin of milk wns set betircen us, 
and two iron spoons were furnished us 
Preceding writers on Tyrolean travel 
had emphasized the badness of the food 
and a thoughtful friend in New Knglanii 
had kindly urged on our acceptance a 
dyspeptic preparation of parched and 
sweetened wheat meal with which to 
supplement our insullicienl provender. 
This had lain unused and unnecdcd in 
our sachel all the way from borne. 
Its 


time had nuw come, and we soaked it, 
according to prescription, in our milk, 


The cowherds, li nishing their mod, 


rose from the table, crossed themselves, 
stood facing the east, and devoully ie 
peateu a long prayer, with due genullec- 
lion and bowing of the head, and then 
trudged away to their work. 
The 


woman of the house showed us her sim- 
ple summer dairy and her loom, in- 
spected our novel outfit, and sent us on 
our way rejoicing. 
She could spare no 


hay for our horses, and we marched on 
to the hut of a bald and barefooted lit- 
tle old man, who made us wclsomc, and 
stood in blue-eyed wpnder as wo told 
him we had come from 
beyond 
the 


great sea. 
Hin loft not only fed our 


beast, it furnished Jane a fragrant 
couch, where for two hours she slept 
away tho weariness of her saddle, and 
awoke refreshed for her further ride. 


This was my first Alpine dairy, and a 


very good example it was of the sum- 
mer home of thu mountain cow-tender, 
with nn open hearth in the smoky front- 
room, and a comfortable-looking bed In 
tho milk-room. 
The old man makes 


both butter and uhcese from n herd of 
a dozen cows, and his employer sends 
regularly from Kastelruth to fetch the 
product to market. For fivo months

Nevada Mountains of the discovery of 
tho timbers nf a stranded vessel, re- 
sembling those of a Chinese junk, high 
up in the mountains, between Mineral 
King and the head waters of King's 
River.
